Detroit, Mich., July 26.—[Special.]—Ten 
Members of the common council, including 
its president and secretary. were arrested 
late this afternoon, charged: with graft. It 
is expected that six others will be in custody 
800n. 

The specific allegation is that the aldermen 
accepted bribes to further the passage 
through the council of a petition by the Wa- 
bash railroad for the closing of Seventh 
street for a new freight depot. 

The other aldermen under suspicion are be- 
ing sought by the police on the same charge. 
The arrests followed an investigation con- 
ducted by William J. Burne 

We have the goods on thirteen ot them,“ 
declared Burne this evening. ‘‘ We will ar- 
rest a good many others on charges of agree- 
ing to take the money and putting the deal 
through. oe 

Two of the aldernien have confersed, 
Thomas E. Glinnan, president of the coun- 
cil, being the first to do so. He turned over 
$1,000 he had received. 

The detectives who made the investigation 
Bay they not only have the dictagraph proof 
of guilt, but that the graft money was in 
marked bills.

Ald. Patrick O'Brien, William Koenig, and 
John G. Garvey, who were arrested, were re- 
leased soon afterward, there being no evi- 
dence against them. 


Alleged That $3,700 Passed, 

Schreiter is charged with conspiracy to 
bribe and agreeing to accept $500. He had 
not received any money, but the officers 
claim that he went to the office of the detec- 
tives to get his money.

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INCOME TAX BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE 


One Per Cent Levied on Those 
Having in Excess of 
$5,000 a Year. 


TARIFF BOARD A WINNER 


5 (BY A STAPF CORRESPONDEXT.) 
Washingtén, D. C July "26. <Tepecial — 
Another revenue bill, with tariff affiliations, 
and marked for presidential slaughter, was 

passed by the senate this evening. 

It is the excise bill, which the Democratic 
house of representatives with a flourish of 
trumpets adopted some weeks ago. The 
measure would levy upon all persons, firms. 
or co-partnerships an annual tax equal tol 
per cent of net income in excess of $5,000. 

To load the measure with all the campaign 
material possible the senate attached to it 
the Cummins propos at for a tariff commission 
and the Gronna proposal for the repeal of the 
Canadian reciprocity act. 

Two amendments designed to improve the 
excise bil! itself were offered by Senators Ba- 
con and Fletcher and promptly adopted. In 
this shape the bil passed by a vote of 37 to 18. 


La Follette May Start Something. 

While the senate was engaged in the con- 
sideration of this measure, Senator La Fol- 
lette was raising a ruction over the proposal 
of the regular Republicans to appoint con- 
ferees on the wool bill who would decline to 
reach an agreement with the house con- 
ferees. 0 

This would precipitate a deadlock with the 
solution the passage by the senate of the 
house wool bill, which as a Democratic 
measure the president could safely veto. 

Mr. La Follette is insisting that the same 
conferees be appointed that were named last 
year when the senate passed the bill adopted 
last night. The matter will be determined 
tomerrow and the Wisconsin man is confi- 
dent he will have his way. 

If not he will start a debate which it is 
said will curl the hair of the senators trying 
to save the president from the awkward 
necessity of vetoing a bill which even Smoot 
has said comes within the requirements of 
the tariff board's woo! report. 


+ Democrats in a Quandary. 

This is not the only interesting feature 
of the tariff situation today. The Democrate 
found themselves jockeyed into a situation 
where they had to choose between their own 
excise tax bill and an income tax bill. 

Senator Borah ot Idaho was responsible 
for their predicament. He offered an in- 
come tax bill as a substitute for the excise 
tax measure. The Democrats hurriedly 
called a caucus this morning and adopted a 
resolution offered by Senator Newlands of 
Nevada, expressing approval of an income 
tax, but declaring that in view of the fact 
that the ratification of two states was yet 
necessary to the constitutional convention 
legalizing this form of taxation, the Demo- 
crate would support the excise tax bill. 


Borah Measure Voted Down. 
The Borah proposal consequently was 
voted down by a majority of ten, 23 senators 
supporting and ‘33 opposing it. Practically 


Borah measure, and they were reinforced by 
such regular Republicans as Burton of Ohio.

He received an acknowledgment from 
Gov. Wilson, signed with a rubber stamp.

New York Girl in Search of Cool Spot. 


Locked In by Mistake—Cries Heard 
After Several Hours.

PARIS, July 26.—Margaret Gove of New 
York, a niece of the editor of the Rochester, 
Minn., Bulletin, finding the heat too much for 
her today, decided to visit the Pantheon, 
where the great dead of France are en- 
tombed. 

The girl became enthralled in looking at 
the number of historical coffins and found 
that her temperature was becoming normal.

Finally 
one of the guards heard her cries and re- 
leased her after several hours’ imprisonment.

Only Three Warrants Issued. 

Only three warrants were issued in the 
case. These accuse the servants of the lar- 
ceny of an automobile belonging to Me- 
Namara. But Mrs. McNamara and her chil- 
éren are being kept under surveillance by the 
poltce. It is said Mrs. McNamara is totally 
under the influence of the Perkins woman; 
and it ie feared that at an intimation from. 
her Mrs. McNamara might attempt to o 
into hiding. 

Although the warrants only charge larceny, 
advices from San Francisco are to the ef- 
fect that an- accusation of kidnaping will be 
made later. The warrants for larceny were 
obtained because extradition on a charge of 
that kind is lese difficult. 


Nearly Caught Here, 

The pursuit of Mrs, McNamara has been 
going on for more than a week and has inter- 
ested the authorities of half a dogen cities. It 
reached its most exciting phase in Chicago 

on Thursday when detectives from Capt. 
Halpin's office rusheé to the Great Northern 
hotel in response to orders wired from San 
Francisco only to find that Mrs. McNamara 
and her party had checked out of the hore’ 
two hours before. 

The mysterious flight was then continued 
eastward. It was ascertained that the desti- 
nation of the party was the Knickerbocker 
hotel In New York City, and dispatches 
reached the New York police in time to in- 
tercept the fugitives before they could catch 
a liner for Europe. 


Watch Set at New York Hotels. 

The New York police sent word to the 
hotels to keep an eye open for Mrs. Mc- 
Namara and her party. At about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon a taxicab drove up to the 
Knickerbocker and Mrs. McNamera,. her 
children, Mrs. Perkins, and the two servants 
stepped out. They were recognized by a 
hotel detective, who sent word to police head- 
quarters. 

Detectives went up to the hotel and ar- 
rested the three persons wanted while they 
were eating luncheon. Mrs. Perkins, Peter- 
son and Walsh were taken to headquarters, 
while Mrs. McNamara got another taxicab 
as soon as she could and drove off, much 
agitated. 

In Mrs. Perkins possession was found the 
receipt for the automobile, dated July 16, 
from Portland, Ore., and the tickets for the 
party through to Carisbad. They were to 
have sailed on Aug. 3. After the prisoners. 
had been q#estioned they were taken to the 
Mercer street station and locked up for the 
night. They will be arraigned in court today.

KING MENAS’ AMULET UNFOUND 
DESPITE CONVICTION FOR THEFT 


Curator of University of Chicago Mu- 
seum Sends Out Description of An- 
cient Emblem in Hope of Regaining It 


The conviction of John Hartzell on a charge 

of stealing the golden amulet of King Menas 
of the first dynasty of Egypt has not caused 
to be located the small bar which has caused 
o much worry to some of the educators at 
the University of Chicago. Hartzell has 
maintained a stoical silence as to the where- 
abouts of the amulet and constantly has said 
he did not steal it. 
The subject has troubled Prof. James H. 
Breasted, curator of the Haskell museum of 
the university, from which the historic 
trinket was stolen. Hoping to regain the 
article, he has sent out the following de- 
acription of the Insignia of King Menas: 

“ A solid gold bar, four and one~half inches 
long, threé-sixteenths of an inch wide; one- 
sixteenth of an inch thick. It contains 281 
grains of gold. It bears the initials A AH. A.. 
supposed to signify the name of King Menas, 
his coat of arms, and a likenessof the temple 


‘of King Menas.”

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HARBOR UP TO LEGISLATURE 


City Administration Will Urge 
Assembly to Grant a Site. 


MAY ASK SHORE RIGHTS. 


Might Seek Power Given to Parks to 
Treat with Private Interests. 


Chicago's harbor activities for the next six 
months at least will be confined to an effort 
to obtain action by the state legislature in 
the city’s behalf. A plan for obtaining the 
grant of lake shore land and riparian rights 
north of the river mouth has been formu- 
lated in the city hall. It probably will be 
put into motion immediately efter the elec- 
tion in November in preparation for the con- 
vening of the assembly in January. 

If this plan is carried out Mayor Harrison 
will summon all Chicago members of the 
legislature to a conference with representa- 
tives of the administration and of the coun- 
cil. The city’s plight will be laid before 
them and they will be urged to bring a 
united support to the effort for the passage 
of the grant. 

A possible change th the program will be 
to ask the legislature for power similar to 
that granted the Lincoln park board and the 
south park commissioners, the right to settle 
or compromise the claims of private interests 
on public lands.

SUES ARMOUR FOR $169,800. 


W. D. Miles Alleges He Was “Cheated 
and Swindled” Out of Money in 
Deal for Stock Ten Years Ago. 


William D. Miles, former general manager 
for the Armour Packing company at Kansas 
City and one of the main witnesses against 
the packers at their recent prosecution by 
the government, yesterday, sued J. Ogden 
Armour for $169,848, alleging he had been 
“ swindied and cheated” out of that sum 
by Mr. Armour. 

Miles says in 1894 he became general mana - 
ger for Armour & Co. in Missourl and was 
given 1,000 shares of steck which was to be 
bought back by the company at the market 
value later. Miles says he was given the 
stock at a price of $170.82 a share. In 1903, 
he says, Mr. Armour offered to take up the 
stock and gave him $40,848 for it, instead of 
$209,940, which he says was the ee value 
of the stock at the time.

Dissolution of National Com- 
pany Puts Packers Under 
Control of Judge. 


MUST OBEY SHERMAN LAW 


Violation of Injunction of 1908 | nee 


Punishable by Imprison- 
ment for Contempt.

Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis of the 


federal district court in Chicago, who fined 
the Standard Oil company $29,000,000, now is 
the official keeper of the beef trust. If he 
becomes convinced that the packers are 
conspiring to extort high prices for meats 
from consumers he can send the beef trust 
officials to jail. 

This is the result of the dissolution of the 
National Packing company, which was ap- 
proved today by Attorney General Wicker- 
sham. The slate is wiped clean and the 
government puts the packers on their good 
behavior. If they misbehave they can be 
cited at any time before Judge Landis for 
contempt on a charge of violating the Gross- 
cup injunction of. 1902. 

District Attorney Wilkerson and Ralph 
Crews, attorney for the packers, had a pro- 
tracted conference on the dissolution ques- 
tion with the attorney general. Mr. Wicker- 
sham said he would approve nothing but an 
actual disintegration of the National com- 
pany through which the beef trust has been 
operated. 


Division of the Properties. 

Mr. Crews then submitted a memorandum 
showing the apportionment of the $60,000,000 
properties of the National to Armour, Swift, 
and Morris. About twenty packing plants 
and 300 selling agencies owned by the Na- 
t.onal are equally divided according to value 
among the three concerns under this plan. 
Furthermore, each of the interests takes over 
Plants and agencies in cities where hitherto 
it had not been a competitor. Mr. Crews 
sought to demonstrate to the attorney gen- 
eral that there ie no financia! bond connecting 
Armour, Swift. and Morris. 


Still Under the Injunction. 

li is asserted the disintegration of the Na- 
tional is more complete than the government 
could have obtained by a suit. If it devel- 
ops that the packers are making new agree- 
ments it will be up to the government to 
prosecute them. They are still subject to 
the 1902 injunction restraining them from 
violating the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Judge Landis is the chancellor of the fed- 
eral district court in Chicago, and proceed- 
ings for violation of the injunction would 
come before him. The packers and trust 
magnates in general are afraid of Landis. 
They have reason to believe he would not 
hesitate to send them to jail for violation 
of the injunction. Moreover, defending trust 
prosecutions is expensive. The recent trial 
of the packers cost them $750,000 and their 
total expense in fighting the government in 
ten yéars is more than $2,000,000. 


INDICT. 54 MEN AS SLAYERS.

Lake Charles, La., July 26.—Thirteen ad- 
ditional men, indicted on a charge of mur- 
der in connection with the recent labor riot 
at Grabow, La., when three men were killed 
and more than thirty wounded, were ar- 
rested today, making fifty-four now in cus- 
tody.

HARRY K. THAW STILL INSANE; 
ORDERED BACK TO MATTEAWAN 


Justice Keogh Says He Believes the 
Slayer of Stanford White, if Freed, 
Would Be Dangerous. 


White Plains N. T., July 26—Harry K. 
Thaw, in the eyes of the law, is still insane 
and must remain in the asylum where he 
was placed on Feb. 1, 1908, after he had 
killed Stanford White. Justice Martin J. 
Keogh of the Supreme court today denied 
Thaw’'s application for freedom. The court 
took the ground that Thaw’s release would 
be dangerous to public safety. 

Justice Keogh seid that there would be 
no useful purpose in reviewing the history 
of the present case.

The writ of habeas corpus upon which 
Thaw retained his temporary release from 
the state hospital is dismissed and the court 
orders that Thaw be returned to the insti- 
tution. Thaw has been living at the local 
jail in charge of the sheriff since his case 
opened early in June.

Dead Birds in Their Hats. 


BIRD on a woman's ‘hat is worse 
than her hobble skirt.” This is the 
opinion of the bird lovers of the IIIi- 
nois Audubon society in a “ discus- 
sion of skirts” at the 4 of 
Mothers in St. Louis, Mo. A woman who 
takes the toll of innocent life to ‘enhance her 
beauty does more harm morally to a community 
than the wearer of a tight skirt.” 

The members, however, leve in a cam- 
paign to reform dress. The Aubudon society, 
whieh holds it is the pioneer in attempting to 
restrict the things that women wear, is proud 
of its success. Since he society came into ex- 
istence nine years ago matly women have re- 
fused to buy bird feathers and consequently the 
featber traffic has decreased. Owing to the in- 
fluence of the society, Miss Mary Drummond 
says, many stores in Chicago now will not dis- 
play a hat with aigre tes in their show win- 
dows.

Hugo Krause, superintendént of the Anti-Cru- 
elty society, thinks the protection of birds 
should come first—and it would be better for 
the country if women. interested themselves in 
birds rather than in the suffrage question or in 
the disetssion of hobble skirts. He says a 
woman wearing from six to nine birds on her 
hat should be fined $5 a bird at each wearing, 
and there would be less cruelty to song birds. 
By the bird laws in Illinois a woman escapes 
these expensive fines. In IIlinois a fine of $5 
can be imposed on a person under certain cir- 
cumstances when a bird, dead or alive, is found 


in the person's possession. 


Frank C. Baker, curator of the Chicago Acad- 
emy of Sciences, has deplored the ruthless kill- 
ing of birds and said from forty to fifty leaflets 
are sent out each month by the Illinois Audubon 
society as an appeal for the birds’ protection. 


— 

The Illinois society, of which Ruthven Deane 
is president, has 400 adult members and 1,875 
junior members. These also are members of 
the National Audubon society. In the report of 
1911 the society said $36,000 was spent in be- 
half of wild life of the country,. thirty-seven 
wardens had been placed in different cities to 
note the increase of bird life, and many laws 
for the protection of birds had been passed by 
different states. 

The New York plumage law was enacted in 
May, 1910, prohibiting the sale of feathers of 
many native birds, also the Levy anti-plumage 
bill and the Bayne bill prohibiting the sale of 
native wild game in New York. Millions of 
appeals were distributed with good effect to the 
18,000,000. school children for the protec tion of 
the robin redbreast. 

The Audubon societies date back nine years 
ago, when a band of bird lovers led by William 
Dutcher met in a small room in Washington, 
D. C., and organized for the protection of birds. 
At that time there were no laws to speak of 
governing wild life. Animals and birds alike 
were killed ruthlessly. A woman’s hat was 
thought of as a bier for dead birds. So long 
as a woman considered a bird“ decorative” 
that was all that was necessary. She had her 
own sweet way in going about a charnel house 
of beaks and claws and feathers and glass eyes 
upon her fatuous head,” with no one to discour- 
age her. 

Today this condition 
Now the “ maternity plumes,” as aigrettes have 
been called because the peculiar feathers grow 
on the mother heron's back only when she is 
nesting, are not so popular for woman's head- 
gear since Woman has learned that a nestful of 
baby herons must be sacrificed for the pretty 
feather.’’ Legislation secured by the Audubon 
societies protects the cardinals in the south. 

Thousands of leaflets showing the pictures of 
birds and telling of their usefulness are sent 
out by Audubon societies to school children 
every month,

ANOTHER REVOLT IN TURKEY. 

The committee of union and progress 
which carried Turkey through the revolt 
against Abdul Hamid imposed the despot- 
ism of a secret society as the substitute for 
the despotism of a sultan. The revolution 
was born in secrecy. That was necessary. 
Otherwise its leaders would not have lived 
long enough to put it on its feet. Politics 
is intrigue in the oriental conception, and 
although the revolutionists were patriotic, 
they operated by stealth until they were 
ready to bring the army out in the open 
against the sultan. 

The committee of union and progress, 
baving organized the revolution thus, also 
organized the government thus. The levers 
of Turkish politics remained hidden behind 
the curtain. The despotism was intended 
to be benevolent. It was intended to pro- 
duce constitutional government, but it was 
not in the nature of Turkish rulers to un- 
derstand the essentials of such government. 
Freedom of speech and freedom of press 
were not granted. There was no immunity 
ot opposition. There were no constitational 
. gharanties which protected the opponents of 
the government. For a long time it was a 
government by court martial. 

A year ago the Turkish press was forbid- 
den by the committee to discuss certain 
constitutional questions. The government 
had been liberalized, but not to the extent 
which would make it stable. Repressive 
measures were considered justified at first 
to ward off the disorders which might arise 
in a country freshly disturbed by radical 
political ideas. The dominant members of 
the committee held to continued repression 
as the only safe method of keeping the gov- 
ernment afloat. 

The almost certain result of applying such 
a policy to a country which has begun to 
feel the working of democracy is another 
revolution and that is what the committee 
of anion and progress faces in Turkey today.

The situation is typical. Capitalists de- 
siring a power site induce a local eom mu- 
nity to believe that they must be encouraged 
to invest and that thereby the community 
will prosper. Citizens, naturally eager for 
prompt development of their property and 
of local resources, do not try to get the best 
terms, do not look into their own future to 
see if they may not regret their liberality, 
as thousands of other communities have, 
do not consider the rights of later genera- 
tions. So they are cajoled and bluffed. They 
urge their congressman to get the grant, 
and unless he is exceptionally courageous, 
disinterested, and farseeing, he obeys them 
without protest. 

That our resources should be developed 
promptly every conservationist will concede 
developed promptly, not recklessly. There 
is no power company that cannot afford 
to submit to fair regulation of its monopoly. 
There is no community that has a moral 
right to waste its present resources for its 
own benefit, at the cost of the generations 
to come. We are trustees for them and 
are bound to use and not to abuse our pos- 
sessions which are also to be theirs, 

But this is a doctrine of the general good 
and it stands little chance of recognition 


in that game of congressional politics in 


whieh broader considerations of national 
welfare go down before the profitable al- 
liances of personal interest. Only the strong- 
est leadership, which has aroused public 
opinion to the greater issues, can check thi¢ 
process. That is what Col. Roosevelt ac- 
complished when he made the conservation 
principle a national issue and a living cause.

Swimming teaches proficiency in an art 
which may be a life saver. It gives an 
opportunity for plenty of muscle exercise 
without danger of overheating, It gives 
opportunity for the stimulus of cold ap- 
plied to the skin—good in summer as 
well as winter. Therefore, every com- 
munity should see that its people have 
ample swimming facilities, for such 
facilities are just as necessary to high 
grade health and first class physical effi- 
clency as garbage disposal, and much 
more necessary than excess of paving. 

And yet what town pays any attention 
to its swimming hole? If a village boy 
wants to go in the creek he must undress 
and dress on a muddy bank, swim in 
sewage pollution and then go home te 
take liis chance of a licking. 

Chicago is almost as niggardly. There 
should be swimming facilities here for a 
million people during an afternoon. Much 
the cheapest and also much the best way 
for us would be to convert one-third of 
each park lake or pond into a swimming 
lake. A few thousand dollars for gravel 
and sand, a few thousahd for dressing 
rooms and a few thousand a year for at- 
tendants—sums easily within reach—a so- 
lution much simpler and cheaper than on 
Lake Michigan bathing beaches because 
it would double the swimming season and 
every day would be good for swimming.

With his wife, who accompanied him in his 


Kamchatkan explorations, he spent some 

time in the capital of that province, where 

Bering, who gave his name to thestraits, lies 

entombed beneath a handsome monument,

I have mentioned the prince's wealth as 
colossal, and it is indped beyond estimation, 
since a portion of his income is derived from 
apparently inexhaustible quarries of mala- 
chite and lapis lazuli and equally rich gold, 
silver, and platinum mines. Moreover, a 
great portion of the mineral wealth of the 
Demidoff estates remains ae yet totally un- 
developed. 

No other member of the Russian diplomatic 
service enjoys to such a degree the intimacy 
of the imperial house of Romanoff as does 
Elim Derfidoff. He was a sort of child by 
adoption of Czar Alexander III. 

That emperior, in the years immediately 
preceding the death of his elder brother, 
Nicholas, fell deeply in love with Princess 
Marie Metschersky, and was bent on marry- 
ing her. 

To prevent the match Alexander II. sent 
his younger son off on some military mission 

.to the Caucacus, and while he was away 
Princess Marie was led to believe thet the 
absent grand duke had abandoned her and 
was coaxed into a marriage with the late 
Prince Paul Demidoff. 
Broken hearted, she died less than a year 
later, after giving birth to Prince Eim Demi- 
doff, who, as he grew up, became an object 
of Alexander IIL’s particular affection, re- 
minding him as he did of the one romance 
of his youth,

The break between the eternally squab- 
bling couple came during a visit of Czar Nich- 
olas I. of Florence. At a féte given in his 
honor by Anatole Demidoff and hie wife she 
suddenly threw aside the lace that covered 
her shoulders, showed the czar the marks of 
the brutal blows which she had received from 
her husband, and bursting into tears de- 
manded imperial protection. 

Thig she received, for the czar personally 
punished Prince Anatole, and ordered him to 
consent to a judicial separation and to grant 
his Ul used wife an annuity of $50,000, which 
she enjoyed until her death, more than half 
a century later.

SAY HE GOT PRINCESS’ GEMS.

Denies Charges, but Is Remanded to 
dail Without Ball. 


LONDON, July 26.—" Kid” 
American boxer, Was arrested today on a 
provisional  extraditional warrant and 
brought to Bow street police court on 4 
charge of larceny, alleged to have been com- 
mitted at Ostend. The magistrate, Mr. De 
Rutzen, remanded him without ball. McCoy 
informed the magistrate that he was entirely 
ignorant of the charge against him. 

According to the Scotland Yard authorities 
McCoy is suspected of being implicated in 


a jewel robbery at the Grand Palace hotel, Ostend. 
They admit, hewever, that the only evidence 
against him thus far is that MeCoy had been seen | 
in the capital. McCoy's friende 3 that be 
left Ostend before the Tobbety was committed. 

The only largé tobbery feported from Ostend 
recently was that of the Princess of Thurn and 
Taxis from whom, it wae stated, jewels valued 
at $80,000 were stolen in a hotel there. The 
princess was a Miss Nicolle of Uniontown, Pa. 
She was divorced in Pittsburgh in 1906 from Gen. 
Gerald Fitzgerald of Ireland. and last November 
at the home of her mother in Uniontown married 
Prince Victor of Thurn and Texis. 


Others Arrested at Ostend. 


The police at Ostend already have in custody 
Arthur Kemp, known as Squeaker a racetrack 
operator, and two Russians, father and son, who 
are charged with being the actual robbers. They 
also have in custody a former actress named Dolly 
Bloom, who was Kemp's companion. The Belgian 
authorities have no trace of the stolen jewels; but 
contend that they were taken, to London, they be- 
lieve, by MéCoy and a-male companion; wo has 
not yet been arrested. 

So far as can be learned the police evidence 
against McCoy thus far consists of the coincidences 
that McCoy stopped at the Palace hotel, whére the 
robbery occurred, and that he was friendly with 
Kemp. The police say that these coincidences ex- 
tend to the fact that McCoy, who went to Ostend 
on July 20 for the racing, presented a check for his 
bill. The hotel people did not know about the 
check and Kemp took it and paid the Kid's 
bill McCoy then returned to London.

story of the robbery as told by the police 
shows careful preparation. They contend that the 
Russians met Kemp in London and then went to 
Ostend, where the princess eccupied a big suite. 
The Russians and Kemp secured rooms adjoining 
those of the princess with doors leading to her suite. 
The Belgian police say the Russians paid 60 francs 
a day for the room, but subsisted on bread and 
cheese which they ate in the room. This aroused 
the suspicions of the hotel manager, who installed 
the house detective as an ostensible evalet. An 
other detective acted as waiter. The robbery took 
place while the princess was out driving. 

The thieves, while they secured $80,000 worth of 
jewelry, missed a larger haul as a mald accidental- 
ly threw a dress over another jewel bag which 
contained $200,000 worth of precious stones and this 
the thieves did not discover. The robbery was not 
discovered until late Sunday night. 

MeCoy’s latest wife, who did not accompany him 
to Ostend, visited Scotland Tard this afternoon 
and protested against his arrest, declaring that. 
he was innocent of any connection with the rob- 
bery. Mrs. Selby will, visit her husband tomorrow.
